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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because reference number "1002" in figure 2 does not have 
a corresponding lead line. Corrected drawing sheets in conpliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the appUcation. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figiu-es appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed fi-om the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3-5 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent no. 2,377,881 in view of U.S. Patent no, 5,228,661 to Bigham et al. 

Hans does not explicitly disclose that the outer dianieter of the cylindrical hub 6 is at least 
40% of the an outer diameter of the tire. However, in Figure 1, it appears that the hub 6 is at 
least 40% of the outer diameter of the tire. 

Hans does not disclose a torque-limiting means. 

Bigham et al disclose a winch with a torque-limiting means. Also, winches with torque- 
limiting mechanisms are well known in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide Hans with a torque-limiting means as taught by Bigham so that damage 
to the vehicle and/or the object being pulled is not damaged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6-14 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
